"neat of a large city was at hand with 
denty of water. 

At the time of the serious Paragon 
Park Fire In 1016 the water supply was 
snort, but the Hull Department, with 
help from Quincy, Cohasset and Hing- 
ham, all experienced fire fighters, did 
"ell to save more than half of the park 
property and to keep the fire frcm 
spreading 

Following a. political upset ._ 
Hull Department early this year a large 
number of trained men went out, wit' 
the result that there is today a large 
quota of call and untrained men than 
many years. 

Facts t hat should be known arc, 
that the water mains laid years ago 
not properly placed, or large enough to 
servo tho present summer population. 

Fire alarm boxes ore too few in num- 
ber, and if the telephone service was 
cvan temporarily crippled there might 
bo serious delay in getting word to bead 
quarters. 

Tho apparatus has been put In good 
shape at the insistence of the insurance 
people, who have large liabilities 
buildings and contents. 

Many of the call firemen have had 
limited training in fire fighting and 
unfamiliar with the location of alarm.

etc., without a careful hearing.

Cross at Washington, la also prepared 
to furnish information in regard to i 
who are Injured, killed, or prisoners. 

Finally, the Committee is preparing to 
eooperate with the Government in help, 
ing the crippled man when he return*. 
The Government proposes to train the 
crippled soldier to a trade for which 
he Is fitted and find him a job, but 
Home service can be of great use in asJ' 
sisting the Government and in helping 
the man until he haa become accustom- 
ed to his new conditions. " The Govern- 
ment does not propose to let the man 
become a burden to himself and the com-.

SEA RISK FOR ARMY SMALL 



Striking Example of Devotion of Sol- 
ders of French Army to 
Superiors. 

With the French Armies.— Oae of the 
most striking examples of the men's ' 
devotion to tliolr ofllcers In the records 
of the French army hns Just become 
known, although It occurred oa May 28. 

Among the units of French African 
fighters are several battalions of "Joy- 
suil youths whose records before en- 
tering military service were besmirch- 
ed and who are now given a chance to 
redeem themselves on the battlefield. 

During n recent action the "Joy- 
suir fought with remarkable ardor. 
Their motto Is "death Is necessary." 
Assailed by overwhelming numbers,

It was here on May 28 that a group 
of 'Joysull" saw their lleuteaunt fall 
la a ravine. Four of them refused to 
retreat and fought off tile enemy with 
urcaades "»tll one of them could shoul- 
der the dead man. With the body on 
their shoulders the four retreated twen- 
ty kilometers during the night of the 
28th though the dead weight was ago- 
nizing. Weary and futlgued with lack 
of sleep, they tenderly curried their 
officer until they found Ume In the 
morning to bury him.

Infinite Care and Secrecy Attend 
Transport of Troops to 
France. 



MOST TRIPS ARE UNEVENTFUL 



Elements of Danger Are Anticipated 
and Reduced to Minimum — No Uni- 
form on Deck Seen When Ship 
Leaves Harbor. 

London.— No greater enre and se- 
crecy could attend the shipment of 
royal Jewels than Is observed In ship- 
ping American troops to France. To 
safeguard his boys Uncle Sam tukes 
every possible precaution, from the 
time tliey embark until the transport 
has reached its destination. lie leaves 
ao loophole for the machinations of 
enemy agents. 

Usually, as a result of this elaborate 
protective system, the trip from "An 
Atlantic port" to the French or Eng- 
lish port, as the case may be, Is re» 
markably uneventful. All elements of 
danger have been so carefully antic* 
pated that the risk Is reduced -to the 
lowest minimum. 

Until the troops and civilian pas- 
sengers have reached the pier they do 
not know the name of their ship. It Is 
only a number to them. On the regu- 
lar troopships It Is difficult for a ci- 
vilian, unless lie Is engaged lu war 
work, to secure a passage. Those who 
manage to do so are subjected to close 
scrutiny, and their credentials and lug- 
gage are thoroughly examined. 
Embarkation Begins Early. 

Embarkation ofteu begins several 
days before the transport sails. All 
good-bys hove been said before the 
troops start for the ship. No relative 
or friend may accompany them to the 
pier. This rule applies to the officers 
as well as to the men. 

Once aboard, there they remain, no 
shore communication being permitted. 
This regulation Imposes no hardship 
other than Inactivity. Until. ail troops 
have been assigned to quarters and or- 
ganization has been effected, the men 
are left pretty much to their own de- 
vices. 

No restriction Is placed on writing, 
und bags are kept open for soldiers' 
mall up to almost the hour of soiling. 
This privilege gives many a chance to 
get off neglected letters and postcards, 
although these, as a matter of precau- 
tion, are not put Into the malls until 
the ship has passed through the sub- 
marine zone. 

The troops also take advantage of 
an arrangement devised by the gov- 
ernment for the sending of "snfe-urrl- 
val" messages. Telegrams or post- 
curds advising fnmlly and friends that 
the writer had made the trip In safety 
may be prepared In advance and left 



In charge of the authorities at the port 
of sailing. As soon ns word Is re- 
ceived by cable of the ship's arrival 
on the other side, the telegrams and 
enrds are released to the wires nnd 
mails. Not only Is much time saved 
by this plan, but the soldiers are 
spared the high cost of cabllag from 
Europe. 

With the exception of the ship's ex- 
ecutives and the officers in military 
command, no one aboard knows the 
hour fired for sailing, and this be- 
comes a favorite topic for speculation 
among the men. But finally the last 
soldier has come up the gang plank 
and the last piece of freight has been 
stowed awny. A busy little tug ap- 
pears alongside and begins to nose the 
vessel like a terrier Investigating a 
greyhound. 

Soldier* Ordered Below. 

Suddenly there Is a blust from the 
ship's whistle, and then are enacted 
a few details of the familiar saeae 
which before the war was witnessed 
whenever a transatlantic liner Jeft I] 
pier. The comparison, however, 
extremely limited. The call of '/KIT 
ashore that are "going ashore" affects 
only a few stevedores and perhaps an 
official or two, who move leisurely off. 

What excitement there Is Is confined 
to those on the ship. There Is none oa 
the pier for the reason that It Is now

Paris Protests Against Neglect of 
Art Treasures. 




Allowed to Stand Exposed to Air Raid- 
era — Promise of Aid 
Falls. 

Paris.— Protest has arisen In many 
quarters here agulnst the deliberate 
neglect of ninny of the priceless stat- 
ues nnd works of art la Paris, which 
huve been permitted to stand unpro- 
tected ngnlnst possible damage from 
enemy air raids and bombardments. 
Tho Hpoclul commission charged with 
tho duty of providing protection for 
public monuments of art hus been se- 
verely criticized. 

Lost year when tho dunger of air 
raids Nccaied coinpiirntlvely remote a 
dozen or mora monuments and statues 
were ordered to bo protected with aiind- 
bngx. Homo tlmo afterward "loaded" 
sucks wero placed ut a dlstunco froin 



the monuments or statues waiting to 
be put In plnee. Tljerc tliey were al- 
lowed to remain, nothing further he- 1 
ing done. The bags lay about the 
statues for weeks. 

In the meanwhile there were several 
air raids, fortunately no monument ! 
or statue was tilt. On the initiative! 
of a group of citizens work on the pro- I 
tectlon of some of the musterpleces 
was begun, and many historic pieces 
like the Vendome Column, tho Obelisk, 
the Strnssbourg Monument and the art 
works in the Luxembourg gardens 
wero given some adequate protection. 

Street urchins anxious to piny "la 
the trenches" climbed up among the 
bngs, causing a loose one to slip, with 
tho result that thousands of bngs fell 
in nn avalanche about many of the | 
statues. It was thereupon found that .' 
the hugs were filled with stones or j 
clinkers. 

Art lovers protosted nml called the 
nttentlon of tho commission to the 
fact that stones and clinkers afforded 
no protection ngnlnst German bombs. 
The Paris mtinlcipul council Is now 
taking measures to remedy tho present 
condition and promises that every valu-
